In «, leply to a question as to the 


effect of the French naval program on 
Italian policies an official spokesman 
for the Italian delegation said: 


"Italy hopes the French plans will 


not drive her into an alliance with 
other powers in order to ensure her 
safety.

intimation plainly conveyed 


was that Italy may find it necessary 
to form a closer link 
with 
Great 


Britain if the French go ahead and 
build themselves up as a great Euro- 
pean land and sea power. 


British resentment over the French 


attitude is shared

Italians. It.was pointed out by the 
Italian spokesman that France now 
has a dominating position in the Eu-

The latest statement ib from Herb- 


ert Is. Cadenhead, Greenville, Misb. It 
substantiated sworn testimony of Geo 
H. Taylor, of PhiledaliShia^ who told 
the committee he saw 12 men hanged 
on two gallows at Ishsur-Tille 


"I shail have the committee to sum- 


mon Cadenhead," said Senatoi Wat- 
son 
'"His statement and that of Tay- 


lor should utterly upset tho statement 
of the wai department that only 11 
soldiers were hanged m France." 


"I was a private ia the 231st supply 


department stationed at Ish-sur-Tille 
for about 
12 months," Cadenhead 


wrote Watsoii. "While I was there I 
saw 10 or 12 men hung—whites and 
negroes—Enclosed you will find three 
pictures of one of these hangings I 
witnessed. 


"Whether or not these men were 


given a fair trial 1 cannot say. But 
there was one thing that did not look 
right to^me, andtthat,was 
of an American soldier in front of 
hundreds of French people. 


"And they all cheei ed when 
the 


soldier was hung, as if it were a com- 
ic act. If it was a military death why 
did they not hang the men at sunrise 
and not make a. show ot it?" 


"If the mere fact that 10 or 12 men 


were hanged at Ish-sur-Tille is proved 
the 'hanging without trial' part stands 
proved out of the mouth of the war 
department for it has a record of two 
hangings at Ish-sur-Tille," commented 
Watson. 


The charge that Lieut. Col. II. L. 


Opie, of Staunton, Va , killed his or- 
derly, William Woolwlne, in a dugout 
near itho Argonne in October 1918, 
was contained in a letter which Sena- 
tor Warren, Dem., of Georgia handed 
Senator 
Brandegee, 
Republican, 
of 


Connectitcut chariman of the com- 
mittee 
investigating 
the 
Watson 


charges. 


This is the third killing of one of 


his men that is charged against Opie, 
who was formerly a major in com- 
mand of a batallion of the 116th in- 
fantry. Opie has already denied the 
other two charges. 


The third is made by Lemuel O. 


Smith, of Marion, Virginia, a former 
sergeant of Company M, of Opie'b bat- 
talion. 
Smith said he «was decorated 


by both the French and the American 
governments. 


"I was commanding a detail com- 


posed of privates Toad Ellson, Lee 
Collins, and William Askew bringing 
in four prisoners when we heard a 
shot in a dugout," wrote Smith. 


"We entered and 
found 
William 


Woolwlne, Opie's orderly, lying dead. 
The room was still full of the smoke 
of tlic gun and Opie was looking at 
the body. 
He told us he had kljled 


Woolwine and ordered us to carry the 
body out."

ing to establish democratic rule thru

Assembly, devising 


means for the unification and pacifi- 
cation of the country, but the Japan- 
ese frustrated their attempt by assist- 
ing reactionaries in the coup-d'etat in 
Vladivostok and along the Ussuri rail- 
road.
